It was his third full-scale

Ford said the surtax would 
only cost $42 —a m ere 12 
cents a day —to the family of 
four with $20,000 in income. 
The family of four with 
$16,000 pays only $3 a year, 
he said. Families earning 
$15,000 would pay no extra 
tax. 
The tax program, along 
with other m easures he 
proposed, will reduce the 
need for federal borrowing, 
Ford said, and thereby make 
loans m ore available to 


home buyers, reviving a 
depressed industry. 
“I’m 
convinced, 
if 
the 
Congress responds, if the 
American people respond in 
a voluntary way, that we can 
have hopefully early in 1975 
some meaningful reduction 
in the rate of inflation,” Ford 
said. 
On Capitol Hill, it ap­ 
peared the tax might pass 
only if it is adjusted to hit 
only those in the higher 
brackets. 
With four weeks to an 
election, Congress is sen­ 
sitive to the complaints of 
the middleclass that they are 
the victims of inflation and 
should not be made the 
victims of its cure. 
Ford declined at the news 


conference to discuss his 
decision to pardon Nixon, 
saying he wanted to wait 
until he has made his ap­ 
pearance before a House 
judiciary 
subcom m ittee 
which will question him once 
the W atergate conspiracy 
jury is sequestered. 
The President also called 
upon the people of Boston to

“ I think we have to be 
careful when we start taxing 
businesses further because 
this is part of their incentive 
--the profit m otive,” he 
pointed out. “These taxes 
are considered a business 
cost by the companies and 
they’ll just pass it on to the 
consumers. 


“Why ITI bet we’ve got 
several sm all businesses 
represented here today, and 
you know that’s the only way 


you can stay in business, is 
to pass the costs on to the 
consum er,” Collum con­ 
tinued. “I think a lot of small 
businesses may be hurt by 
this surcharge.” 
Collum also pointed out 
that he felt oil production is 
directly linked to tax in­ 
centives which oil com ­ 
panies receive. 
“If you drop the depletion 
allowance, as they’re talking 
about 
doing, 
you’ll 
d isc o u ra g e p ro d u c tio n . 
When they (Congress) cut 
the depletion allowance in 
1968, you can see on the

Collum stated that if oil 
profits are taxed further, the

In discussing his opponent,

Collins, 
Collum 
criticized him for being on 
the short end of a 383-3

proving a $2 million solar 
energy funding survey bill, 
and a 407-2 vote in favor of 
the pension reform bill. 
“He said he thought it 
(pension reform) was one of 
the sm artest votes he’d ever 


m ad e,” Collum revealed,

Coldwater and Buckley, and 
you can’t get any more 
conservative than that. My 
campaign motto is that you 
don’t have to vote against 
everything to be a 
con­ 
servative,” he added.

elected, he would introduce a 
bill to require the federal 
government to operate on a 
cash basis; that he would 
support a $500 exemption for

Since 
taking office in August, Ford 
has only heard of higher 
consum er prices, higher 
w holesale 
prices 
and 
swelling unemployment. 
But the wholesale price 
index generally signals how 
prices of consumer goods 
will increase or decrease at 
a later date. 
The small 
w holesale 
increase 
last 
month could be reflected in 
lower consumer prices later. 
The September increase 
was 
the sm allest since 
October 1973 when there was 
a drop of 0.1 per cent but it 
was still 19.7 per cent higher 
than a year ago. 
The 
statistics 
showed 
prices 
of 
foods 
edged 
downward 0.3 per cent after 
two months of higher prices. 
This decline, how ever, 
may be short lived if grain 
crop setbacks continue. Beef 
and veal accounted for most 
of the decline in consumer 
food prices. Higher prices 
were reported for sugar and 
confectionary, fresh and 
dried fruits and vegetables, 
processed poultry, dairy 
products, processed fruits 
and vegetables.
